_ lad was not the deftruction of this country, and of the 
“fyftem eftablifhed in Europe, that which they have pur- 
ted from the beginning of their revolution unto the 
a moment? Jn purfuance of this plan, they had 
attacked and fucceeded in breaking in pieces the 
German Empire ; and now they aimed at following up 
their plan by ftriking at the head of that fyftem. Was 
it not then highly neceffary to unite in rejecting the moft 
defpotic ge that ever exifted on the face of the 
earth ? pecuniary and financial fituation of this 
country {trengthened’the neceflity of the prefent mea- 
fare. ‘The enemy had. made the moft unprecedented ex- 
ertions and exactions to weary us out, and enable them- 
felyes to carry on the war. ‘They had feized ninety 
parts out of a hundred, of the landed property of their 
country, by their embezzling’ the lands belonging to the 
crown, the confifcation of the eftates of the nobleffe, 
and ‘of the church ; they had likewife feized all the mer- 
cantile property on board of fhips, and paid for the car- 
goes with their paper ; by compulfory acts towards the 
Bankers, they had alfo compelled all the monied inte- 
reft of the country to adopt the meafures they dictated ; 
end they had alfo plupdered the families even of thofe 


whom they had not itprifoned. Befides that immenfe 

load of wealth acquired by fuch means, they had alfo 

impofed, a taxation more fevere than ever was known ; 

upon. landed property, they laid a load, equal to one 

third ‘of its value, befides a perfonal tax on houfes, 

carriages, and fervants, Befides thefe immenfe refour- 

ces, every man had been made a foldier ; and between 

the ages of eighteen and thirty-five he was deemed, 

a deferter, if he did not immediately join fome corps in 

the army. ‘To counteratt this immenfe force, an accu- 

mulation’ of debt had taken place during the four firft 

years of this war, more than during five years of the 

‘American wars; the funds had of courfe funk below 

the ‘fair price of money ; hence, and from our funds 

having ftood fuch repeated fhocks, a greater proportion 

of the property of the country had found its way there 
than at former times; but when the Public was giving 
about 6 per cent. and the level of money was thus far 
deftrayed, fome new meafure of finance became necef- 
fary, fo as to reftore that level, and reduce the interelt 
of money in the funds—fuch was the principle of the 
prefent bill, Perfons in trade and commerce ought 
particularly to confider their ftake in the conteft. The 
enemy had declared, that in this country muft be paid 
the contributions for the expences-of the war ; furely 
then the préfent demand was but a feather in the fale, 
compared with what mutt come upon the country if not 
vigorous in its own defegge. How had the Dutch 
been ferved, whom the French had profeffed to treat as 
allies? They had been taxed one-eighth of their pro- 

erty, to the expences of the war. 

. Oe Conersnan tte the learned Gentleman de- 
nies that we have ever acted tyrannically at fea, and af- 
ferts that no nation ever wielded the trident with more 
tendernefs and moderation than England. He would 
only afk him then, was this moderation and tendernefs 
exeinplified in our-condué towards Denmark and Swe- 
den ? And why two millions had been voted as an in- 
demnity for the thips we had taken from thofe powers ? 
Was not this on our part a ¢onfeflion of piracy? As to 
the tax, he-thought its principle was neither jult nor 
equitable. It would bear hard on all claffes of the 
community, and it could not be raifed unlefs it was to 
be enforced by military power. 

Mr Bryan Epwarps rofe principally to obferve 
that the will of the people was decidedly againft the 
meafure, and he could not fee how Parliament could 
be fuppofed to reprefent the people while it difobeyed 
their in{trudtions. 

Lord Hawxessury faid, that the | Honourable 
Gentleman, when he faid that the power of France 
had not been diminifhed by the war, did not feem to 
have attended either to the nature of. the war, -or to 
the mode jn which it was carried on. Could any 
Gentleman ferioufly affirm that the power of France 
was not diminifhed? What if, in addition to all, the 
fuccefs fhe had experienced by land, fhe had poffeffed 
all thefe fources of power undiminifhed ; had fhe pof- 
feffed all her navy, all her commerce, all her colonies, 
and fortified by all her recent alliances, would fhe not 
have been a moré formidable enemy to this country ? In 
every view of. policy then the war had been'wife, and 
in this vefpect fortunate and faccefsful. With regard to 
the bill before the Houfe, the principle on which it 
proceeded was fo effential to the vigorous profecution 
of the war now, and to fecure the means of future op- 
pofition to the defigns of the enemy, and its provifions

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ASSESSED TAXES. 
Mr Pirr moved the order of the day for the refump- 
tion of the adjourned debate on the third reading of the 
Affefled Taxes bill. 

Mr Maruews expreffed his unqualified approbation 
of the meafure. 

General Watrove reprobated the bill, cenfured 
the Minifter’s panegyrifts, ‘and infifted upon the necefli- 
y of a radical reform of the abufes and corruptions of 

overnment. 

Mr Apams (Member for Hindon) expreffed his en- 
tire approbation of the bill. 

Mr Suaw Lerevae was of opinion, that no mea- 
fure could be adopted for the falvation of this country 
fo energetic as that which was propofed by the bill. 

Mr Hosuovss thought that very ferious evils would 
enfue if the prefent bill pafled. 

Sir Avan Garpnsr expreffed his entire fatisfaction 
with refpect to zhe nevefingaf the bill being paffed. 

_Mr Percivar remarked that thofe who oppofed this 
bill paffing into a Jaw, ftudioufly avoided entering into 
the circumftances which conttituted its expediency.— 
He took a comprehenfive view of the arguments that 
were urged againft it in the courfe of the difcuffion.— 
It had been afferted that “ the meafure would alienate 
the people from the Government.” The conduc of 
its oppofers, he affirmed, was much more likely to pro- 
one that effect than any thing contained in the bill it- 
An Hon. Baronet (Sir F. Burdet) had afferted— 
that the prefent was “ a war againit liberty ;” if it was 
fo at all, its obje& was to prevent the importation of 
French licentioufnefs into this country. The moment 
he chofe to make that declaration, the Honourable 
Member faid, was when the Army of England was on 
the oppofite fhore, meditating a defcent upon this coun- 
try, to dictate a peace within the walls of the metro 
lis. He queftioned the. motives of Oppofition in re- 
turning to their duty, whatever they might be, they had 
abfented themfelves, and neglected their duty altogether 
at 2 moft important crifis. 1 The people had the fatis- 
faction however to refleét, that a large majority had at- 
tended, and confulted the interefts of the country. 
If a reform was neceflary, it ought to -be for the cor- 
rection of fuch a palpable contempt for their confti-

igency of the dccafion which gave birth to ite : This 
was the principal foundation of the meafure. We had 
no alternative—the enemy would not give us an oppor- 
tunity to fheath the {word.

He next vindicated the conduct 
of Minilters in the late negociation, and reprobated the 
views of Oppofition, 
jet. They defired peace 
to reform. 
The Right Honourable Gentleman (Mr Fox) was 
very adroit in explaining terms. He defired to know 
what meaning he attached to a total reform, a radical 
reform, and a fundamental reform. By the firlt he 
perhaps meant only to alter the form, but to preferve 
{ome of the parts; by the next he would only lop off 
{ome of the corrvpted branches, while the trunk” and 
the {pringmg roots remained untouched ; and by a fun- 
damental reform, is to be without touching the founda- 
tion at all? From the ambiguity of the phrafes, they 
would juft as well bear the meaning of revolution.— 
What opinion was to be entertained of the Right Hon. 
Gentleman as a Minifter, who afferted that refiftance 
to conftituted authority was not a queftion of morality, 
but of prudence; that he was fatisfied, after the trials 
for treafon, that the verdigts of acquittal not only prov- 
ed the innocence of the parties accufed, ‘but that they 
alfo difproved the exiftence of any attempts to fubvert 
the Conftitution. If the Right Honourable Gentle- 
man was to become the negociator of a peace, it was 
not likely that many difficulties would occur. He 
would probably concede to all that the Direétory want- 
ed. He was likewife pledged to reform ; but he would 
afk, was it poflible for a Minifter to remain in his fitua- 
tion after he opened the door to fo much mifchief as 
would refult from altering or fubverting the Conftitu- 
tion. 

The next point which the learned gentleman remark- 
ed upon, was the propriety of raifing fo large a propor- 
tion of the fopplies within the year; ‘and next, whe- 
ther a better mode could be devifed. He was decid- 
edly of opinion, that it was the beft and moft eligible 
that could be adopted.

__ Mr Fox then rofe, and began a fpeech of three 
hours, by declaring how unwilling he.was to rife fo 
ht bé a neceffity 
for another adjournment. “After ‘briefly anfwering 
Mr Wilberforce, he proceeded to notice the various 
attacks that had been made upon him, for his ex- 
preffion of a “ Radical Reform,” and the complete 
change of fyftem, which he had declared to be the 
only condition on which he would accept an office. 
It had been thrown out againft him that he was am- 
Biguous in this expreflion; but he did not know 
how the imputation of ambiguity could by any con- 
ftruction be made againit him, unlefs it was upon 
that of his being fo often obliged to clear up the 
mifreprefentations that were made of what he faid 
in that Houfe. He was certainly in a good {chool 
to perfeé& himfelf in the art of ambiguity, and might 
have profited much from the leffons he had got from 
the oppofite Bench ; but in this cafe he muft, have 
been perfe&ted in ambiguity by one younger than 
himfelf.. His principle he explained to be, a gene- 
fal one of diminifhing the influence of -the Crown, 
and re-eftablifhing the rights of the people ; and the 
change which he withed for was one from increafing 
power to protecting liberty. His meaning was fimi- 
lar to that of the late Lord Chatham, who declared 
himfelf for a change of men 4nd fyftem, from a con- 
vidtion of paft errors, ‘ 

After fome further explanation and collation of 
his principles with thofe of Lord Chatham, Mr Fox 
juftified himfelf by the authority of the late Lord 

. Camelford, who, in circumitances fimilar to the 
prefent, did not feruple to declare himfelf againft 
voting the fupplies.. What then, it was urged to 
him, will you fuffer the French to invade us? No, 
anfwered his Lordfhip, but I —~ not agree to the 
fupply till there is a complete change, foreign and 
denedie, He’ new that this had been seated in 
fome newfpapers as a faying of the Right Hon, Gen. 
tleman oppofite ; but he could affure them it was not 
his, but one of Mr Thomas Pitt, whom that Right 
Hon, Gentleman afterwards made a Peer, before he 
cteated them by fcores at a time, and when the 
Peerage was ftill an honour. — 

What he had faid_refpefting Parliamentary Re 
form had not been thotight dangerous before,—not 
even when it had been put upon the records of the 
Hovufe. But why was it then not thought danger- 
ous? Becaufe it was general,-and becaufe the time 
was not arrived when the mention of Parliamentary 
Reform could be accounted dangerous. He then 


 caufed tobe read from the journals various refolu- 


tions and motions, uttered at different times, toge- 
ther with addrefles, in which the words ** Radical 
and Fundamental,” as applied to Reform, were ufed 
without diftinftion. Mr Fox explained,—that he 
meant by a radical Parliamentary Reform a full and 
entire reprefentation of the body of the whole peo- 
* ple. He did not mean, when he faid the whole 
people, to allude to the plan of univerfal fuffrage— 
ou this head he had before given an opinion againft 
it ; he withed for fuch a Reform as had been moved 
for on an occafion, when he feconded it, by an Hon. 
Such were his princi- 


gerous. He wifhed to fee the people reftored to 
their former weight in the Conftitution ; tiot to keep 
things as they are, hut to put them back as shey 


were; he withed (0 touch the root, not ef the Con- 
ftitution, but of the evils that had crept in, and to 
remove them, ' 

Having maintained .the fimilarity of the caufes 
that warn Tee the French and American wars, Mr 
Fox proceeded to thowthe fimilarity of their pro- 
grels, and the delufion, in the firft inftance, of the 
country, through the influence of the Crown; in the 
obftinacy of Parliament, after the voice of the coun- 
try was declared againtt it, in the difcontents ia Ire- 
land, and in other circumftances.. This led him to 
make fome remarks on the prefent ftate of Ireland, 
which he deferibed as a moit violent and dangerous 
crifis. He then reverted to the circumftances of the 
feceffion, and juftified himfelf and his colleagues by 
the example of the Marquis of Rockingham and the 
reft of the oppofition, int 779. He had been reproach- 
ed for feceding in « time of diffichlty and diftrefs ; 
but their fecefiion, Mr Fox afferted, was one of not 
le{s difficulty and diftrefs; for it was at the moft cri- 
tical time of the American war, when we were not 
merely threatened by a defcent from France and 
Spain, but when the combined fleets triumphantly 
rode the Channel. If, then, Noble and Honourable 
Perfons thought it their duty to fecede, he trufted 
he would not be blamed for having aéted on, one oc- 
cafion as they have aétesl on another ; and what was 
proper and right in their conduct, would not be judg- 
ed wrong or difhonourable in his. . 

The next topic that Mr Fox took up, was Lord 
Moira’s letter.—(for which fee our taft) he made a 
very few obfervations on this head, chietly to prove 
that he was perfectly difinterefted in that tranfaétion, 
whatever might be infinuated to the contrary.—He 
had been charged with egotifm for his declaration, 
that he would take no part in the adminiftration at- 
tempted to be formed, without a reform, &c. He 
thought he was fimply doing what might be expec- 
ted from him in that declaration ; and lie protelted, 
that he meant it only through the organ and the 
means of Parliament. However he might deteft 
Minifters, he detefted them’ flill the more for fur- 
nifhing the idea that he withed any thing to be done 
otherwife. He reprobated as much as any man, all 
the violent extremes of party {pirit. Surely it could 
not be fuppofed his with, any more than it was his 
intereft to excite commotion. He could not be am- 
bitious of figuring as a Brouaeertes or a Barras, 
leading troops tu dictate to the Houfe of Commons, 
No; but it might be faid, — contrary to hjs in- 
tere(t he might aét thus from difappointment. 

He had been compared to the Carthaginian Han- 
no, and likened to the emblem of envy. He would 
avow that he had been grievoufly difappointed by 
the conduét of that Houfe, and he felt for the delu- 
fion that had prevailed through the country; but 
thofe who imagined fuch feelings were on his own 
perfonal account, might as long as they pleafed in- 
dulge fuch an idea. Mr Fox here followed up this . 
parallel between himfelf and Hanno in a very inge- 
nious manner, comparing Mr Pitt to Hannibal, on 
‘account of the animoSty which Mr Pitt had borne 
to France, as Hannibal’ did to Rome, furrounded 
with none ‘but members of the Barrere faction, and 
fupplicating a peace with Rome. He did not, how- 
ores, find the ates fo well maintained in’ Hanni- 

al’s conduct of the war-npairite- she 

Mr Pitt’s of that again the Frenc . Hannibal 
was a fucce(fsful warrior and ftatefman, under all the 

difficulties arifing from oppofition and.{canty. fupplies., 
Under thofe difficulties, and with thofe fpare fupplies 
he kept np a powerful confederacy againft the Ro- 

mans; if therefore he was to be compared to Han- 
no, he could not be fuppofed to oppofe Mr Pitt as 
Hanno did Hannibal, through envy of his great abi- 
lities and his amazing fucceffes. 

He then went into a general efamination of Mr 
Pitt’s fyftem of finance fince he had come into power. 
He granted that, under his management, the’ finan- 
ces of the country lmd been greatly retrieved from 
ftate they were in 1783-4; but he thought, this no 
wonder with the aid of eight or nine years of peace. 
If afked why he oppofed his fyflem, when the fi- 
nances were flourifhing, he would anfwer, that he 
oppofed it, becaufe he knew his whole fyftem to be 
abhorrent to the Conftitution; and his prognoftica- 
tions had been verified by the production of confe- 
quences more fatal than the moft gloomy imagina- 
tion could have conceived. Mr Fox next entered 
into an examination of his conduét of the war, ex- 
patiated on his imprudent alliances with Pruffia, 
Sardinia, Auftria, and his contempt of all the ad- 
monitions he had given, and the predictions he had 
made of the defertion of their allies; and he thought 
it a refletion upon the Houfe, that they had beitow- 
ed their confidence, after miftakes fo very repeated- 
ly committed. ~ 

He_gave him no credit for our glorious fuccefles 
at fea, though he was ready, in common with every 
other man in'‘the country, to offer his thanks and 
profefs his gratitude to the gallant Admirals, Of- 
ficers, and men, by whom thefe layrels had been 
won; but thefe victories, as far as they regarded 
Mr Pitt,’ only proved, that even with fuch glorious 
aid, he could no more be great as a Minifler, than 
the Turks or Spaniards, with all their extent of ter- 
ritory, could be powerful as nations. With oo 
to the bill itfelf, he thought it not a queftion o 
licy, but of morals, of morals becaufe of juftice.: It 
was unjuft and unequal, not a taxation, but a rob- 
bery. He illuftrated its inequality by many in- 
ftances. , 

After a difcuffion of the bill, Mr Fox entered in- 
to a variety of collateral topics, He feverely taxed 
the Minifters for their neglect, in not negociating a 
peace, while yet it was practicable ; and maintained 
that it was only from their abfutd obftinate affertion,’ 
that in 1795 the French were incapable of maintain. 
ing the rélations of peace and amity, we were now 
at war.—They called for unanimity; but he now 
maintained, that fince they had always found them- 
felves in the wrong, the majority fhould come over 
to the minority. He lamented their having, by 
breach of promife in the firft inftance, and by im- 
politic coercion in the fecond, brought’ Ireland in- 
to its prefent. perilous ftate, and the whole country 
into avowed danger, though there was four times as 
much money expended in the defence of it, as dur- 
ing the lai war, when the combined fleets were fu- 
perior in the Channel.—Peace he recommended. as 
the only remedy; and this could be attained only 
by Minifters refigning their places. He declared,

ed, if what he had recommended fhould be adopted,

Mr Pirt faid, that after the length of time the de- 
bate had already confumed, he fhould not trouble the 
Houfe’ long with the obfervations he had, to offer, but 
fhould endeavour ta confine himfelf to the leading and 
practical points of the queftion.; He thould have thought 
it unneceffary to argue the fubject again,. if hie had not 
found that the, principle on which the expediency of the 
meafure was maintained, admitted in words, but denied 
in fubftance., . The firft point of enquiry was, whether 
this was an occafion in which the country ws bound to 
make a great and unufval exertion to defeat the ate 
tempts, and render abortive the menaces’of she. enemy.
